PART  II. 

LIFE  AND  ACCIDENT  INSURANCE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Part  II.  of  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  Depart- 
ment, relating  to  Life  and  Accident  Insurance,  is  herewith 
respectfully  presented.  The  corresponding  Part  of  the  last 
Annual  Report  exhibited  the  business  and  finances  of  fifty-six 
Life  and  Accident  Companies  then  represented  in  the  State. 
The  present  Report  embraces  the  financial  statements  of  forty- 
eight  Companies,  the  mortuary  results  of  the  year  having 
removed  six,  while  one  is  still  excluded  under  a  revocation 
of  authority,  and  another  suspended  from  the  transaction  of 
new  business.  The  recent  admission  of  one  new  competitor 
leaves,  therefore,  a  net  reduction  of  seven  Companies  during 
the  year.  The  experiences  of  those  now  doing  business  in 
Massachusetts,  with  other  results  suggested  by  the  insurance 
history  of  the  present  and  past,  are  briefly  submitted  with  the 
hope  that  their  teachings  may  be  found  instructive  and  useful. 

Retirement  of  Life  Insurance  Companies. 

The  rapid  and  wonderful  growth  of  life  insurance  during  the 
first  half  of  the  last  decade,  presented  unusual  and  tempting 
inducements  for  the  organization  of  new  Companies.  Some 
of  these  were  the  offspring  of  a  mere  greedy  speculation, 
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suddenly  conceived  and  unwisely  undertaken.  Others  were 
projected  with  better  comprehension  of  the  business  and  its 
beneficent  designs,  but  with  lamentable  disregard  of  economy 
and  the  teachings  of  experience.  A  few,  more  judicious  than 
the  rest  in  their  early  organization  and  progress,  bid  fair  to 
live  long  and  prosper  well,  and  indeed  to  rival  in  success  and 
strength  their  older  and  more  powerful  competitors. 

But  following  the  immense  volume  of  business,  swelling 
from  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  millions  in  1862  to  nearly 
two  thousand  millions  in  1872,  as  represented  by  nineteen 
Companies  in  Massachusetts  at  the  beginning  and  by  forty- 
eight  at  the  close  of  the  decade,  its  history  presents  an  un- 
welcome record  of  disappointment  and  misfortune.  Recalling 
only  three  years  in  the  last  half  of  the  decade,  it  will  be  seen 
that  twenty-one  Life  Companies  transacting  business  in  the 
State  have  within  that  time  disappeared  from  the  field,  count- 
ing in  one  or  two  now  in  the  last  processes  of  amalgamation. 
One  struggled  through  seven  years ;  two,  six  years ;  two, 
five  years ;  six,  four  years ;  seven,  three  years ;  two  lived 
two  years ;  and  one,  the  Ben  Franklin,  survived  only  a  few 
months.  This  is  certainly  a  very  significant  commentary  on 
the  perils  of  ill-considered  life  insurance  schemes. 

All  these  Companies  were  legitimately  admitted  to  seek 
patronage  in  Massachusetts,  no  existing  law  interposing  any 
obstacle.  And  here  it  may  be  proper  to  state  to  the  Legis- 
lature, that,  under  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  regu- 
lating the  admission  of  Companies  incorporated  elsewhere, 
this  Department  has  in  some  instances  been  compelled,  in  its 
official  capacity,  to  give  reluctant  sanction  to  the  business  of 
Companies  whose  manifest  lack  of  administrative  ability  and 
financial  strength  unmistakably  pointed  to  an  early  demise. 
Perhaps  in  view  of  the  important  interests  involved,  it  may 
be  deemed  a  pertinent  and  vital  question  whether  the  legisla- 
tion enacted  at  the  Special  Session  of  1872,  requiring  a 
stronger  financial  standard  from.  Companies  writing  fire  and 
marine  risks,  should  not  be  made  applicable  in  some  similiar 
and  equitable  form  in  governing  the  admission  of  life  insur- 
ance organizations.  It  is  very  clear  that  sonic  similiar 
Legislation  in  the  latter  interest  would  tend  materially  to 
secure  protection  and  safety  to  the  assured,  while  Companies 
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possessing  the  requisite  ability  would  stand  in  better  credit 
and  command  greater  confidence. 

Of  the  twenty-one  Companies  referred  to,  only  two  fell|nto 
the  hands  of  receivers  while  doing  business  in  the  State.  In 
one  of  these  cases  the  policy-holders  were  wholly  protected 
by  re-insurance,  and  in  the  other  a  considerable  portion  were 
so  protected,  while  others  were  subjected  to  a  partial,  and 
some  to  a  total  loss.  Of  the  other  nineteen,  several  retired 
under  revocation  of  authority,  and  others  voluntarily  with- 
drew, all  immediately  or  eventually  making  arrangements  for 
the  re-insurance  of  their  risks,  though  not  always  under  the 
most  favorable  or  even  honorable  conditions.  In  some  cases 
the  Department  had  the  opportunity  and  considered  it  a  duty 
to  favor  and  aid  a  re-insurance,  the  result  fortunately  proving 
its  justification  in  so  doing.  Under  other  circumstances,  except 
perhaps  absolute  failure,  a  few  of  the  now  defunct  Companies 
might  and  probably  would  have  struggled  on  in  their  desper- 
ate and  hopeless  competition,  insuring  lives,  collecting 
premiums,  and  adopting  various  resorts  to  prolong  a  feeble 
existence,  only  to  render  their  inevitable  collapse  still  more 
disastrous  to  themselves  and  their  patrons,  as  well  as  to  the 
business  itself. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  speak  or  even  think  of  w  irregular- 
ities "  in  life  insurance.  As  a  whole,  American  Life  Com- 
panies, as  well  as  American  Fire  and  Fire-Marine  Companies, 
exhibit  in  this  behalf  a  very  clean  and  honorable  record.  In 
further  commendation,  it  would  be  a  pleasure  (though  obvi- 
ously not  to  be  realized)  to  know  that  the  growing  traffic 
in  policy-holders  had  not  in  any  instance  been  made  a  source 
of  questionable  gain  to  both  buyer  and  seller ;  that  there  had 
been  no  deliberate  repudiation  of  the  rights  of  the  assured ; 
that  no  embarrassments  had  been  intentionally  interposed  to 
secure  lapses  ;  and  that  no  amalgamations  had  provided  for  a 
disreputable  division  of  reserves  thus  forfeited.  In  view  of 
such  occurrences,  it  affords  genuine  satisfaction  to  believe 
that  some  of  the  unfortunate  Companies  have  taken  honorable 
leave  of  their  policy-holders,  by  securing  to  them  an  equitable 
protection,  thus  far  observed  in  good  faith.  These  examples 
will  be  readily  recognized.  Would  there  were  no  excep- 
tions. 
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Kecent  Applications,  Withdkawals  and  Revocations. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  three  Life  Companies 
incorporated  in  other  States  have  applied  for  admission  into 
Massachusetts.  Two  of  these  were  financially  and  otherwise 
unable  to  meet  the  required  test,  and  were  consequently 
refused.  The  other,  the  Western  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Company,  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  has  received  the  proper 
authority,  and  is  now  represented  in  the  State. 

The  Anchor  Life,  of  Newark,  N/J.,  voluntarily  withdrew 
in  1872,  some  months  before  its  final  collapse,  and  was  of 
course  removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Department. 
It  did  Very  little  business  and  had  very  few  policy-holders  in 
Massachusetts.  On  a  careful  investigation  of  its  affairs  in 
the  spring  of  1872,  it  was  found  in  possession  of  a  larger 
surplus  than  most  Companies  of  its  own  age,  its  investments 
and  cash  on  hand  covering  nearly  ninety  per  cent,  of  its 
entire  liabilities,  the  former  representing  first-class  securities. 
Its  premium  notes  and  premiums  in  course  of  collection, 
which  were  good  as  against  its  reserve  liability,  were  within 
a  fair  ratio,  the  whole  of  its  admissible  assets  being  more 
than  thirty  per  cent,  in  excess  of  its  liabilities.  The  sudden 
disappearance  of  the  most  valuable  and  available  portion  of 
the  Company's  assets  can  be  best  explained  by  those  familiar 
with  its  history. 

Early  in  the  present  year  (1873),  the  Economical  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  was  found  in 
a  condition  of  serious  impairment.  Not  only  was  its  entire 
capital  exhausted,  but  its  premium  reserve  had  become  im- 
paired nearly  $80,000.  This  unfortunate  state  of  things  had 
been  long  foreseen  by  the  Department,  and  when  clearly 
apparent,  the  Company  was  promptly  informed  of  its  condi- 
tion, and  all  reasonable  time  allowed  for  any  action  which  its 
stockholders  might  be  disposed  to  take  for  the  restoration  of 
its  finances.  On  being  notified  that  no  such  action  was  con- 
templated, and  that  nothing  would  be  (lone  in  that  direction, 
an  absolute  revocation  of  its  authority  became  imperative. 
A  few  days  afterwards  the  Company  reinsured  its  risks  with 
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the  Republic  Life,  of  Chicago.  The  arrangement  appears  to 
give  very  general  satisfaction  to  those  most  interested,  and 
policy-holders  in  the  Economical  are  apparently  content  with 
the  liberality  with  which  their  rights  are  being  recognized. 

Subsequently  to  the  preceding  case,  an  investigation  into 
the  affairs  of  the  Eclectic  Life,  of  New  York,  disclosed  also  a 
serious  impairment  in  the  reserve  of  that  Company.  The 
fact  being  admitted,  and  no  apparent  intention  of  restoring 
its  financial  status  being  entertained,  the  Department  was 
necessarily  compelled  to  revoke  its  authority.  Upon  the 
assurance  that  its  policy-holders  should  be  fairly  and  honor- 
ably protected,  its  authority  was  restored  for  the  single  and 
only  purpose  of  aiding  a  re-insurance  of  its  risks,  but  with 
the  express  understanding  that  no  new  business  should  be 
solicited.  From  the  latter,  the  Company  is  officially  sus- 
pended. This  arrangement  is  one  of  mutual  agreement,  and 
is  believed  to  be  the  best  that  could  be  adopted.  The 
proposition  to  re-jmsure  the  Eclectic  policies  in  the  Merchants' 
Life,  of  New  York,  is  represented  as  liberal  in  its  terms,  and 
appears  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  assured. 

The  case  of  the  Guardian  Life,  of  New  York,  involved  a 
duty  equally  imperative  in  the  revocation  of  its  authority. 
This  was  delayed,  however,  in  order  that  the  Company  might 
carry  into  effect  an  expressed  desire  to  comply  with  the  laws 
of  the  State,  or  signify  its  withdrawal  therefrom,  one  or  the 
other  of  which  was  proposed.  As  late  as  June,  it  was 
suggested  in  its  behalf  that  the  Company  might  withdraw  and 
be  re-admitted  upon  a  statement  showing  its  condition  to  be 
all  that  could  be  required.  This  it  might  probably  have 
done,  for,  irrespective  of  the  representation  that  its  manage- 
ment stood  ready  to  adopt  any  necessary  measures  to  maintain 
its  position,  its  business  alone  might  have  shown  ample 
ability.  But  neither  proposition  having  been  adopted,  nor 
any  intimation  of  the  Company's  final  intention  received,  a 
revocation  of  authority  could  not  be  consistently  or  longer 
delayed,  there  being  no  reason  for  departure  from  ordinary 
usage  in  such  cases.  In  justice  to  the  Company,  it  should  be 
stated  that  a  four  and  a  half  per  cent,  reserve  leaves  it  in 
possession  of  a  fair  surplus  as  regards  its  policy-holders. 
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Four  other  Companies  represented  in  the  State  at  the  close 
of  the  last  Report,  have  re-insured  their  outstanding  risks  : 
the  Empire  State  re-insuring  in  the  Life  Association  of 
America ;  the  Excelsior,  in  the  National  of  the  United  States  ; 
the  Hope,  in  the  New  Jersey  Mutual;  and  the  National 
Capital,  in  the  Penn  Mutual.  In  these  four  cases,  also,  it  is 
presumed  that  the  terms  of  re-insurance  offered  to  the  policy- 
holders are  generally  acceptable  ;  at  least,  they  have  scarcely 
occasioned  any  of  the  complaints  so  prevalent  in  connection 
with  some  previous  cases.  Of  course  it  would  be  hopeless 
to  expect  exemption  from  complaint  in  transactions  involving 
such  multiplicity  of  conflicting  interests  and  opinions,  and 
especially  under  the  present  system  of  amalgamation,  which, 
in  its  most  favorable  aspect,  is  open  to  many  and  serious 
objections.  But  this  topic  will  be  considered  in  subsequent 
pages. 

Annual  Statements. 

The  most  necessary  information  which  Companies  furnish 
the  world,  is  contained  in  their  annual  statements.  It  is  there- 
fore of  the  utmost  importance  that  these  should  be  accurate, 
trustworthy  and  correctly  understood.  If  public  confidence 
in  them  is  shaken,  the  interests  of  life  insurance  will  be  much 
impaired.  Even  if  accurate  in  a  certain  sense,  they  may  be 
made  up  in  such  a  way  that,  without  explanation,  the  public 
will  be  entirely  misled. 

We  propose  to  show  in  a  subsequent  connection  why  it  is 
necessary  to  allow  credit  for  quarterly  and  semi-annual 
instalments,  of  winch  payment  is  deferred.  As  a  Company 
is  charged  with  liability  on  account  of  its  policies,  as  soon  as 
they  are  issued,  a  corresponding  credit  must  be  given  out  of 
the  premiums  to  which  it  becomes  entitled.  But  even  when 
the  whole  amount  of  the  annual  premiums  is  due  and  payable 
at  the  begining  of  the  policy  year,  they  are  not  by  any  means 
always  received  at  the  homo  office  as  soon  as  the  policies  are 
issued.  The  Companies,  however,  immediately  claim  a  credit 
for  these  premiums  as  being  in  course  of  collection.  Perhaps, 
under  the  circumstances,  this  method  of  keeping  the  accounts 
cannot  be  avoided;  but  the  result  is,  that  credits  to  large 
amounts  arc  taken  for  moneys  which  arc  never  actually 
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received.  Many  policies,  although  issued  from  the  home 
office,  are  not  in  fact  accepted  by  the  applicants,  and  they  are 
returned  by  the  agent.  It  is  true  that  after  they  have  been 
returned  and  liability  on  account  of  them  ceases,  credit  is  no 
longer  claimed  for  the  unpaid  premiums,  but  in  the  meantime 
the  apparent  volume  of  premium  receipts  has  been  swollen 
beyond  its  real  amount. 

We  might  enumerate  other  classes  of  entries  which  stand 
in  equal  need  of  explanation.  For  example  :  sometimes  the 
value  of  a  surrendered  policy  is  not  paid  in  money,  but  a 
paid-up  policy  is  issued  instead.  In  such  cases,  the  surrender 
values  are  frequently  entered  among  premium  receipts  as 
though  received  in  cash,  as  single  premiums  for  the  new 
policies.  So,  also,  dividends  are  credited  among  premium 
receipts,  when  paid-up  policies  are  accepted  in  their  place. 
Unless  credits  of  this  character  are  understood,  the  estimate 
made  from  its  annual  statement  in  regard  to  the  amount  of 
a  Company's  receipts  would  be  erroneous. 

Fictions  of  this  kind  are  entirely  admissible,  so  long  as 
they  are  subservient  to  the  purposes  of  equity ;  but  they  are 
liable  to  abuse.  If  a  Company's  accounts  do  not  naturally 
fulfil  the  conditions  of  the  statute,  the  temptation  is  strong  to 
force  them  for  that  purpose.  These  entries  furnish  a  con- 
venient means  ;  for  a  Company,  if  so  disposed,  may  use  them 
to  meet  almost  any  required  conditions,  unless  forestalled  by 
official  intervention. 

But  other  evils  exist  in  the  rendering  of  annual  statements. 
Among  the  most  troublesome  are  the  great  delays  which  are 
beginning  to  occur  in  their  preparation  and  transmission. 
We  are  unwilling  to  entertain  a  suspicion  that  they  are  kept 
back  for  any  sinister  purpose,  but  the  delays  occasion  much 
embarrassment,  and  are  calculated  to  impair  public  Confidence 
in  the  accuracy  of  the  statements.  It  leads,  moreover,  to  a 
suspicious  scrutiny  of  some  of  the  items,  and  rival  critics  not 
unfrequently  attempt  to  create  the  belief  that  the  accounts  are 
doctored  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  assigned  for  delay  is  the  large 
amount  of  premiums  in  course  of  collection,  and  for*  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  amount,  on  paper,  some  Companies 
purposely  keep  their  books  open  till  the  first  of  February, 
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and  even  later,  in  order  to  reduce  that  item  by  transfer  of 
actual  receipts  to  some  other.  Such  usage  is  unnecessary, 
and  ought  to  be  discarded.  The  plea  that  any  other  system 
is  "not  practicable,"  is  entitled  to  just  as  much  consideration 
as  the  plea  that  a  balance  sheet  showing  actual  instead  of 
apparent  assets  is  "not  practicable,"  when  in  fact  it  is  entirely 
practicable,  as  the  annual  statements  of  many  Companies 
have  attested,  the  Brooklyn  Life,  if  we  remember  correctly, 
having  been  one  of  the  first,  years  ago,  under  the  direction 
of  its  actuary,  Mr.  Fackler,  to  set  the  example. 

But  it  is  a  curious  fact  in  this  connection,  that  some  Com- 
panies transacting  the  smallest  amount  of  business  frequently 
require  a  much  longer  time  to  make  up  their  returns  than 
others  whose  business  is  vastly  greater,  the  former  being 
occasionally  unable  to  render  their  statements  under  two  and 
a  half  or  three  months.  Most  of  the  Companies,  we  are 
happy  to  say,  are  commendably  prompt  in  this  matter,  and  if 
all  would  emulate  the  example  of  the  Uuited  States  Life,  of 
New  York,  both  their  own  and  the  business  at  large  would 
derive  material  benefit.  The  United  States  promptly  closed 
its  books  on  the  last  day  of  the  year,  and  its  annual  state- 
ments were  almost  immediately  ready  for  delivery,  yet  its 
business  is  as  widely  extended  as  that  of  many  Companies 
which  take  from  one  to  two  months  for  that  purpose.  Such 
punctuality  and  promptness  are  highly  creditable,  and  attest 
the  excellence  of  executive  management.  Let  us  hope  for  an 
extension  of  such  usage. 

The  annexed  Summary  exhibits  the  financial  condition  of 
the  several  Companies  remaining  in  the  State,  as  shown  by 
their  annual  returns.    Their  comparative  surplus  in  1871  and 
1872,  which  appears  in  the  tabulation,  would  be  in  a  few 
instances  very  slightly  increased  for  the  last  year,  were  office 
furniture  included,  that  item  having  been  admitted  in  1871  at 
one-third  of  its  reported  cost.    Many  Companies  have  ceased 
to  claim  it  as  an  asset,  and  common  fairness  to  all  dictates  its 
exclusion  in  other  cases.     But  this  and  other  items  not  recog- 
nized in  the  Summary  of  assets,  arc  rendered  in  even 
instance  in  connection  with  the  surplus  shown  in  the  Detailed 
Statements.    Any  advantage  properly  available  therefrom 
therefore  submitted  in  that  connection.

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The  preceding  tabulations  are  important — the  Summary  of 
the  year's  financial  transactions,  the  Ratio  of  Gross  Assets  to 
Gross  Liabilities,  and  the  Ratio  of  Net  Assets  to  Computed 
Premium  Reserve.  These,  including  as  they  do  some 
data  additional  to  any  heretofore  combined,  present  a  com- 
plete and  comprehensive  exhibit  of  the  monetary  and 
actuarial  condition  of  each  Company.  By  this  arrangement 
the  most  important  results  are  shown  in  the  briefest  form ; 
and  as  it  is  intended  to  reduce  as  far  as  possible  the  number 
of  tabulations,  those  which  follow  will  be  arranged  with  that 
view. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  income  of  these  Com- 
panies was  nearly  thirty-six  millions  in  excess  of  their 
expenditures.  This  excess  of  income  over  expenditures,  is 
three  millions  greater  than  that  shown  by  the  same  Companies 
at  the  close  of  the  previous  year. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  their  gross  assets  are  upwards  of 
twenty-six  and  a  half  millions  in  excess  of  their  gross  lia- 
bilities. This  is  a  small  reduction  from  1871,  when  the 
excess  was  nearly  a  million  and  three-quarters  greater.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  last  quinquennial  period,  the  same 
Companies  held  an  excess  of  assets  amounting  to  nearly 
twenty-four  and  a  quarter  millions.  But  these  results  are  more 
fully  exhibited  in  tabular  form,  viz.  : —

The  results  appearing  in  these  two  forms  of  comparison, 
are  of  course  aggregated  from  the  business  of  all  the  Com- 
panies ;  but  they  are  none  the  less  significant.  Their 
suggestions  deserve  the  most  serious  and  thoughtful  con- 
sideration. Death  losses,  matured  endowments,  and  large 
expenses  attending  the  outfit  and  early  business  of  thirteen  of 
the  Companies  organized  since  the  beginning  of  1866,  are 
among  the  causes  which  have  probably  had  much  to  do  with 
the  diminishing  ratio  of  assets,  both  in  their  gross  and  net 
relations,  dropping  in  the  former  from  116.53  in  1868  to 
108.70  in  1872,  and  in  the  latter  from  117.65  in  1868  to 
108.70  in  1872.  But  how  great  a  proportion  of  the  annual 
reduction  of  these  ratios  must  be  charged  to  extravagant 
expenditure  and  imprudent  management,  we  do  not  presume 
to  suggest.  That  is  a  problem  for  every  Company  to  solve 
in  its  own  behalf.  But  comparing  the  financial  status  five 
years  ago  with  that  of  the  present  and  with  what,  at  the 
existing  rate  of  depreciation,  it  may  become  five  years  hence, 
the  prospect  is  at  once  grave,  if  not  startling.  In  thus 
presenting  this  most  important  matter,  we  perform  only  a 
simple  duty.  It  remains  for  the  managers  of  life  insurance 
interests  to  devise  and  apply  such  means  and  remedies,  as 
shall  strengthen  and  perpetuate  the  noble  and  beneficent 
institution  which  they  represent. 

Unrealized  Assets. 
The  rule  of  this  Department  by  which,  in  its  rendering  of 
annual  statements,  certain  items  are  classified  under  the  head 
of  unrealized  assets  appears  not  to  have  been  in  all  cases 
properly  understood.    As  this  class  of  assets  legitimately 
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enters  into  the  financial  exhibit  of  every  Company,  their 
character  and  relation  necessarily  become  a  matter  for 
consideration. 

The  act  of  1863  (ch.  148)  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioner  to  give  notice  to  a  Company  or  its 
agents  to  discontinue  issuing  new  policies  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, when  its  actual  funds  are  not  of  a  net  cash  value 
equal  to  its  liabilities.  The  method  of  ascertaining  what  the 
actual  funds  of  a  Company  are  had  been  previously  provided 
in  the  statute,  which  required  a  return  to  be  made  by  the 
Companies  and  prescribed  the  form  in  which  it  was  to  be 
rendered,  the  statement  being  supposed  to  represent  the 
financial  position  of  the  Company  at  the  time  wlien  made. 
No  one,  however,  would  contend  that  merely  the  specie  found 
within  the  vaults  of  a  Company  is  included  in  the  term 
actual  funds" ;  or,  that  its  meaning  is  limited  to  money 
already  due  and  payable  to  the  Company.  All  would  admit 
that  money  due  from  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
or  from  that  of  any  State,  county  or  city,  and  evidenced 
by  bonds  duly  executed  according  to  law,  or,  that  sums 
secured  by  the  bonds  and  mortgages  of  private  individuals 
are  properly  described  by  the  words  actual  funds.  And  yet 
the  moneys  thus  invested  are  not  necessarily  due  and  payable. 
Not  only  has  cash  not  been  realized  upon  them,  but  by  the 
very  terms  of  the  instruments  by  which  its  payment  is 
secured  it  cannot  in  all  cases  be  realized  at  once.  The  money 
is  said  to  be  funded. 

It  is  only  through  some  such  investment  that  the  interest 
can  be  obtained  which  is  essential  for  accumulation,  and 
accumulation  is  presupposed  in  the  calculations  on  which  life 
insurance  is  based.  Besides,  money  is  really  more  secure 
when  thus  placed,  than  when  hoarded  in  the  shape  of  specie. 
It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Department  to  admit  any  funds 
in  its  rendering  of  annual  statements,  which  are  any  less 
solid  and  substantial  in  their  character  than  the  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  coin  issued  from  its  mint.  If  the  term 
unrealized  assets  necessarily  implies  that  the  funds  entered 
under  that  head  are  of  an  unsubstantial  nature,  we  regret  that 
it  should  have*  come  into  general  use.

One  of  the  items  of  unrealized  assets  consists  of  accrued 
interest.  This  item  forms  part  of  the  funds  of  a  Company, 
and  if  it  were  omitted  from  the  annual  statement  the  Com- 
pany would  not  be  correctly  represented.  The  obligation  for 
the  payment  of  interest  is  of  as  high  a  nature  as  that  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal,  and  the  security  for  it  is  the  same. 
Thus  the  right  to  the  interest  becomes  complete  as  fast  as  it 
accrues,  although  the  time  for  its  payment  may  not  have 
arrived. 

To  another  item  of  unrealized  assets,  that  of  deferred 
premiums,  we  desire  to  call  special  attention.  In  the  scheme 
of  life  insurance,  as  is  well  known,  human  life  is  divided  into 
periods  of  one  year  each.  Tables  of  mortality  state  the 
number  of  deaths  which  occur  during  the  successive  years  of 
life.  This  assumption  is  entirely  arbitrary.  The  periods 
assumed  might  just  as  well  have  been  periods  of  half  or  one- 
quarter  of  a  year.  In  like  manner  the  premiums  for  the 
insurance  are  also  ordinarily  stated  in  sums  payable  annually. 
In  practice,  however,  many  find  it  convenient  to  pay  these 
premiums  in  quarterly  or  semi-annual  instalments.  The 
consequence  is  that  when  the  Legislature  calls  for  the  returns 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  many  policies  are  outstanding  and  in 
force  on  which  only  one,  two,  or  three  quarterly  instalments, 
or  one-half  yearly  instalment  of  the  annual  premium  has 
been  paid.  The  rule  of  this  Department  has  been  to  credit 
a  Company  in  such  cases  with  the  whole  of  the  annual 
premium,  as  though  it  had  all  been  paid  when  the  first  instal- 
ment of  it  became  due.  In  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  of 
this  Department,  published  in  1868,  the  Hon.  John  E. 
Sanford,  then  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  Massachusetts, 
stated  the  reason  for  this  rule,  as  follows  : — 

"To  decide  whether  such  unpaid  and  deferred  premiums  are  to  be 
credited  among  the  assets,  we  have  only  to  look  at  the  other  side  of  the 
account  and  see  what  we  have  charged  among  the  liabilities.  Now,  in 
making  the  valuation  of  policies,  we  compute  the  premium  reserve  on  all 
the  policies  to  which  these  premiums  attach  (because  they  are  in  force), 
and  in  so  doing,  wo  assume  that  these  premiums  have  all  been  actually 
paid,  and  we  charge  the  Company  with  them  as  actually  received  at  the 
beginning  of  the  policy  year — that  is,  at  some  time  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  valuation.    Having  thus  by  the  valuation  mado  the  Companies 
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realize  the  premiums,  whether  they  would  or  not,  and  having  worked 
them  into  the  sum  total  of  the  reserve,  it  would  be  hard  to  say  that  they 
should  not  count  somewhere  as  assets  of  the  fairest  character  as  against 
the  reserve.  As  a  plain  question  of  balancing  accounts,  we  must  either 
reduce  the  reserve,  or  allow  the  premiums.  It  is  just  as  well  and  a  good 
deal  more  convenient  to  do  the  latter." 

If  the  instalments  of  which  payment  is  deferred  are  not 
considered  as  part  of  the  assets,  the  reserve,  as  Mr.  Sanford 
suggests,  for  the  maintenance  of  which  the  Companies  are 
held  liable  must  be  proportionally  reduced.  The  act  of  the 
Legislature  to  which  we  have  already  referred  (Act  of  1863, 
ch.  148)  is  imperative,  that  the  net  value  of  a  Company's 
policies — that  is,  of  all  its  outstanding  policies — shall  be 
counted  as  part  of  its  liabilities.  No  option  is  left  the 
Department  in  this  matter.  The  value  of  policies  is  ordi- 
narily calculated  upon  the  assumption  that  the  whole  of  the 
annual  premium  is  paid  down  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
As  Mr.  Sanford  very  justly  observes,  it  would  be  the  height 
of  injustice,  after  making  this  assumption  in  ascertaining 
the  amount  of  liability  with  which  the  Company  is  to  be 
charged,  not  to  adhere  to  it  when  the  amount  of  the  credits  is; 
to  be  ascertained.  Even  though  the  instalment  or  instal- 
ments not  yet  due  are  never  paid,  no  danger  is  incurred! 
because,  in  that  event,  the  policies  themselves  would  be- 
forfeited  and  the  liability  of  the  Company  proportionally 
diminished. 

By  the  terms  of  ordinary  life  policies,  policy-holders 
stipulate  for  the  payment  of  their  premiums,  that  is,  for  the 
payment  of  the  gross  premiums,  during  their  lives.  It  has 
been  and  is  still  maintained  by  all  actuaries,  that  these  obliga- 
tions ought  to  be  considered  assets  as  much  as  the  unpaid 
instalments  of  which  we  have  been  speaking.  The  principle, 
it  is  said,  is  the  same  in  regard  to  both.  The  future  premiums 
are  abundantly  secure,  because  if  not  paid  the  policies  are 
forfeited  and  the  liabilities  reduced.  The  Legislature  of  this 
State,  however,  in  order  to  ensure  an  adequate  provision  for 
future  expenses,  does  not  for  the  purposes  of  the  State 
valuation  allow  credit  for  the  present-  value  of  future  gross 
premiums.  But  if  we  examine  the  manner  in  which  its  value 
of  policies  on  which  Companies  are  charged  with  liability  is. 
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calculated,  we  shall  see  that  credit  is  virtually  given  for  the 
net  future  premiums. 

The  Companies  are  not  charged  with  the  present  value  of 
the  insurance  they  have  undertaken.  The  present  value  of 
the  net  future  premiums  is  deducted  from  it,  and  the  remain- 
der is  considered  the  value  of  the  policies.  The  only  question 
therefore  in  regard  to  the  deferred  instalments,  is  as  to  the 
point  at  which  credit  is  to  be  allowed  for  them ;  in  other 
words,  whether  it  is  to  be  allowed  in  the  calculation  of  the 
value  of  the  policies  itself,  or  afterward.  By  the  one  method, 
the  loading  would  be  deducted  from  the  credit ;  and  by  the 
other,  only  the  extra  expense  occasioned  by  postponement  of 
the  payment.  But  the  instalments  of  which  payment  is 
deferred  belong  to  the  current  year  for  which  the  general 
expenses  have  already  been  paid.  The  practice  in  this  State 
has  been  merely  to  deduct  from  the  credit  the  extra  expense 
of  collection.  When  credit  is  given  for  the  net  amount  of 
deferred  premiums,  this  is  what  is  meant. 

But  after  all,  it  is  a  pertinent  question,  whether  this  rule 
does  not  operate  unequally  and  unfairly.  "  Strictly  speaking," 
as  Mr.  Sanford  further  remarks,  in  the  Report  already  cited, 
"we  charge  the  Companies,  in  the  valuation  as  above,  with 
only  the  net  premiums,  and  not  with  the  gross  or  office 
premiums.  Here,  unquestionably,  is  a  margin  for  some 
abatement."  That  such  is  the  fact  will  be  fully  apparent, 
when  it  is  considered  that  under  present  usage  some  Com- 
panies, at  least,  secure  a  greater  credit  than  strict  equity 
would  give  them.  The  larger  a  Company's  loading,  the 
larger  credit  it  obtains  in  its  rendering  of  deferred  premiums  ; 
and  this  credit,  if  not  fictitious,  is  especially  objectionable 
because  of  its  manifest  inequality,  varying  as  it  does  from 
twenty  to  forty  per  cent.,  just  in  proportion  to  the  percentage 
of  loading  which  a  Company  may  see  fit  to  adopt.  If  any 
equitable  system  could  be  adopted  for  the  deduction  of  load- 
ing, as  well  as  cost  of  collection,  as  appertaining  to  the 
instalments  of  which  payment  is  deferred,  every  Company 
would  better  secure  its  fair  proportion  of  credit.  This  is  one 
of  the  questions  which  should  receive  careful  and  candid  con- 
sideration by  Insurance  Commissioners  and  Superintendents, 
al  their  September  meeting  in  Boston. 
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Perhaps  the  term  unrealized  assets  has  not  been  well 
chosen,  and  is  liable  to  misconception  ;  but  the  rule  of  classi- 
fication adopted  by  the  Department  is  believed  to  be  founded 
upon  correct  principles.  It  is  hoped  that  this  full  explanation 
will  prevent  the  recurrence  of  any  abuses  which  may  have 
crept  into  its  applieation.  It  is  not  intended  to  allow  credit 
for  any  but  substantial  funds  or  assets. 

Ratios  of  Expense. 

Some  of  the  tabulations  which  have  heretofore  appeared  in 
these  Reports  are  this  year  omitted,  among  them  two  or 
three  showing  ratios  of  working  expenditure,  brokerage  and 
commissions,  etc.  These  would  have  possessed  value  so  far 
as  the  necessary  and  proper  data  were  accessible ;  but  a  few 
failures  to  furnish  a  correct  classification  of  necessary  financial 
items  has  rendered  it  impossible  to  exhibit  ratios  based  upon 
such  returns,  without  injustice  to  other  Companies,  which,  in 
a  fair  comparison,  would  stand  in  no  unfavorable  position, 
either  in  prudential  management  or  title  to  confidence.  As 
an  illustration  of  the  difficulty,  it  may  be  stated  that  a  single 
Company  reports  seventeen  items  of  income  grouped  into 
four  aggregates,  claiming  as  a  reason  therefor,  that  its 
accounts  are  not  classified  so  as  to  show  the  sources  of  its 
income  in  a  more  definite  form !  While  communicating, 
therefore,  as  a  specialty,  all  necessary  information  for  the  use 
of  the  Legislature  and  for  the  benefit  of  policy-holders,  care 
has  been  taken  to  accord  perfect  equity  to  all  Companies. 
Only  such  terms  have  been  used  in  the  computation  of  ratios, 
as  were  clearly  classified  in  the  annual  statements.  Thus  any 
combination  of  age,  volume  of  business,  or  other  interests, 
which,  for  the  reasons  stated,  would  have  placed  Companies 
in  false  positions,  thereby  doing  injury  to  some,  and  giving 
unmerited  advantage  to  others,  has  been  purposely  avoided. 

The  entries  referred  to  here  and  in  connection  with  the 
subject  of  annual  statements  on  a  previous  page,  as  not 
having  been  fully  classified,  may  be  harmless  when  properly 
understood  ;  but  they  nevertheless  have  an  important  bearing 
upon  the  value  of  the  ratios  of  expenses  to  premium  receipts, 
which  the  Department  has  usually  furnished.  If  the  nominal 
amount  of  these  receipts  is  swollen  by  credits  for  premiums  • 
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on  policies  which  are  never  accepted,  or  for  premiums  which 
consist  merely  of  the  values  allowed  for  policies  surrendered, 
or  of  dividends  that  have  been  declared,  or  by  other  similar 
devices,  the  ratio  of  expenses  to  premium  receipts  will  be 
proportionally  reduced.  Different  Companies  use  these 
entries  to  a  different  extent.  The  ratios  could  not  therefore,  in 
such  cases,  be  relied  upon  as  a  means  of  equitable  comparison 
between  them.  If  for  no  other  reason  the  statements  should 
be  so  far  modified  before  another  year,  that  greater  depend- 
ance  may  be  placed  upon  this  class  of  results. 

Justice  also  requires  us  to  state  that  whenever  ratios  are 
used  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  comparisons  between 
Companies  of  long  standing  and  those  of  recent  organization, 
great  allowance  should  be  made  in  favor  of  the  latter. 
When  a  Company  first  enters  upon  its  business  career,  its 
expenses,  as  every  one  knows,  are  heavier  in  proportion,  and 
are  besides  distributed  over  a  much  smaller  volume  of 
business. 

In  using  the  ratio  of  expenses  to  gross  receipts,  still 
greater  allowance  must  be  made  in  favor  of  the  younger 
Companies.  A  large  part  of  the  expenses  of  life  insurance 
consists  of  the  commissions  paid  to  agents.  The  older  the 
Company,  the  larger  are  its  receipts  derived  from  the  interest 
on  its  reserve.  Therefore  the  ratio  of  expenses  to  gross 
receipts  in  the  older  Companies,  is  greatly  diminished  by  the 
fact  that  no  commissions  have  to  be  paid  upon  receipts  of  this 
kind. 

With  these  explanations,  we  submit  only  two  tabulations 
exhibiting  expense  ratios  :  first,  Gross  Expenses  to  Gross 
Receipts,  the  former  including  net  cost  of  guarantee  capital, 
and  the  latter  excluding  interest  on  guarantee  capital ; 
and  second,  Gross  Expenses  to  Gross  Receipts,  the  former 
including  dividends  on  guarantee  capital.  These  show  the 
comparative  ratios  of  the  last  three  years,  and  indicate  about 
the  usual  range  of  variation,  twenty-six  Companies  exhibiting 
a  reduction,  and  the  remainder  an  increase  of  expenses  for  the 
last  year.  The  net  result  from  both  tabulations,  a  fraction 
over  15.25,  is  a  slight  improvement  over  the  preceding  year. 
But  attention  is  invited  to  the  ratios  themselves.

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Premium  Notes  and  Loans. 

The  character  of  this  class  of  investments  has  often  been 
discussed,  but  for  the  purposes  of  this  reference  it  may  be 
briefly  restated.  Given  for  moneys  loaned  to  policy-holders, 
premium  notes  are  a  sufficient  security  for  the  amounts  they 
represent,  because  the  claims  of  their  makers  against  the 
Companies  are  forfeited  in  case  of  the  non-payment  of  the 
notes,  the  claims  on  the  policies  being  much  larger  in  amount 
than  the  notes.  Attempts  have  been  made  from  time  to  time 
to  discredit  such  an  investment,  but  when  confined  within 
proper  limits,  it  has  always  been  sanctioned  by  this  Depart- 
ment. When  legitimately  used  by  a  Company  as  &  portion  of 
its  productive  assets,  there  is  no  reason  why  such  sanction 
should  be  withheld.  Loans  on  policies  are  beneficial  because 
they  are  for  the  accommodation  of  policy-holders,  but  they 
should  never  exceed  the  legal  reserve,  and  with  very  few 
exceptions  which  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Depart- 
ment they  probably  do  not. 

Premium  notes  are  not  cash  ;  nor  are  they  negotiable.  It 
may  be  admitted  that  cash  can  never  be  realized  upon  them. 
But  their  value  to  a  Company  is  the  same  with  that  of  United 
States  gold  coin,  because  they  can  be  used  with  equal  effect 
in  the  discharge  of  its  liabilities.  Within  proper  limits  they 
are  as  well  secured  as  United  States  bonds.  Whether 
equally  productive,  depends  of  course  entirely  upon  the  rate 
of  interest  which  they  bear.  But  the  relative  advantage  of 
this  or  any  other  kind  of  investment  as  a  source  of  profit,  is 
not  a  subject  in  regard  to  which  the  managers  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies  look  to  us  for  advice.  The  function  of 
this  Department,  in  this  connection,  is  merely  to  be  satisfied 
upon  careful  examination  that  Companies  are  possessed  of 
genuine  assets  of  the  amount  required  by  law. 

It  is,  however,  proper  to  remark  that  if  premium  notes 
are  counted  in  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  being  actual 
funds,  they  should  be  included  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the 
statement  of  sums  disbursed  on  the  occurrence  of  death, 
or  on  the  surrender  or  lapse  or  maturity  of  policies.  It  will 
not  do  to  treat  them  as  actual  funds  for  one  purpose,  and 
disregard  them  altogether  as  having  no  real  value  for  another. 
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Otherwise  the  retrospective  view  of  a  Company's  history 
would  be  entirely  delusive. 

Premium  notes  on  policies  which  have  never  in  fact  been 
taken  by  the  applicants,  or  on  policies  which  have  been 
suffered  to  lapse,  do  not  constitute  actual  funds  in  any  sense, 
and  should  be  wholly  excluded.  And  yet  a  Company  not 
now  among  the  living  was  so  remarkably  forgetful,  as  to 
include  in  three  successive  annual  statements  of  its  actual 
funds  a  large  amount  of  such  notes,  most  of  them  having 
safely  mouldered  in  the  fire-proofs  of  agents  with  whom  no 
full  settlement  had  been  made  for  three  years.  It  was  a 
forgetfulness  possessing  wonderful  method.  But  the  aberra- 
tion was  detected,  and  an  official  cure  followed.  In  all  fair- 
ness, however,  it  is  not  supposed  that  any  Company  now  in 
existence  would  fall  into  a  similar  mistake.  Yet,  after  all, 
notes  of  this  character  are  worth  just  as  much  as  an  invest- 
ment, as  premium  notes  or  loans  of  which  no  account  is  made 
when  the  policies  become  claims.  Like  premium  notes  with- 
out interest,  neither  are  worth  the  paper  on  which  they  are 
written.  The  surrender  of  premium  notes  without  an 
equivalent  consideration  in  the  settlement  of  death  claims, 
renders  that  class  of  a  Company's  assets  utterly  worthless, 
and  in  such  cases  they  should  be  placed  where  they  belong — 
in  the  list  of  rejected  assets.  It  does  not  matter  whether  a 
Company  can  afford  to  indulge  in  these  gratuities,  or  not. 
The  practice,  if  it  exists,  is  neither  just  to  the  dead,  nor  to 
the  living. 

In  1870,  the  Companies  doing  business  in  the  State 
increased  this  portion  of  their  assets  more  than  seven  millions 
of  dollars  over  the  previous  year.  The  amount  then  held  by 
the  Companies  represented  in  the  accompanying  tabulation 
was'  $57,733,000,  against  $57,643,000  at  the  present  time, 
showing  a  reduction  of  nearly  $100,000  during  the  two  years. 
But  with  the  increase  of  their  premium  reserve  and  net 
assets,  their  present  ratios  of  premium  notes  and  loans  on 
policies  arc  materially  reduced,  being  now  20.31  and  18.6*8 
respectively,  or  upwards  of  five  per  cent,  less  than  at  the 
beginning:  of  1871.  This  decreasing  ratio  is  a  favorable 
omen.

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able  for  the  liquidation  of  a  Company's  liabilities,  it  should 
be  remembered  that  even  in  this  relation  their  availability  is 
limited.  They  have  no  value  beyond  the  particular  policy  or 
policies  for  which  they  are  held,  and  can  therefore  be  used  in 
no  other  connection. 

Old  and  New  Business. 

For  the  sake  of  brevity  and  convenience,  the  statistics  of 
business  heretofore  submitted  in  five  or  six  tabulations  have 
been  combined  in  a  single  one.  As  all  the  really  important 
results  are  shown  in  this  arrangement,  it  can  hardly  fail  to  be 
more  acceptable  for  most  purposes  than  a  tedious  routine  of 
dry  details.  The  present  tabulation  exhibits  the  number  and 
amount  of  policies  carried  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the 
number  and  amount  issued  and  terminated  during  the  year, 
together  with  the  amount  of  reversionary  additions  declared, 
and  closes  with  the  number  and  amount  of  all  policies  out- 
standing at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  figures  are  those 
rendered  by  the  Companies  in  their  annual  returns,  or  those 
subsequently  obtained  on  a  revision  of  their  policy  data.  In 
some  of  the  latter  cases,  the  work  of  revision  could  not  be 
completed  till  near  the  first  of  September,  the  important 
discrepancies  between  the  outstanding  insurance  shown  by 
the  registers  of  the  Department  and  those  of  several  of  the 
Companies,  rendering  such  service  indispensable  to  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  premium  reserves  which  constitute  their 
principal  liability.  These  discrepancies  are  in  many  cases 
unavoidable  for  the  time  being,  but  their  correction  has  been 
completed.  One  of  the  revisions  referred  to  was  in  the  case 
of  the  Mutual  Life  of  New  York,  but  in  this  as  in  others,  a 
comparison  of  data  resulted  in  a  perfect  agreement  of 
registers,  and  very  nearly <n  the  computed  premium  reserve. 

As  the  valuations  made  by  the  Department  are  practically 
tested  by  a  second  revision,  and  the  policy  returns  upon 
which  they  are  based  being  also  carefully  revised  in  each 
case,  there  is  a  special  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  the 
reserve  liabilities  of  the  several  Companies  are  as  accurately 
represented  as  the  reported  and  corrected  data  can  make 
them.

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The  Massachusetts  Companies  report  9,276  new  policies 
issued,  covering  $21,475,189.  The  forty-two  Companies 
from  other  States  report  161,701  new  policies  issued,  cover- 
ing $387,440,160.  These  results  show  an  aggregate  issue  of 
170,977  new  policies,  and  $408,915,349  of  new  insurance. 

The  amount  of  outstanding  insurance  represented  by  all 
these  Companies  is  $1,965,442,058,  covered  by  746,966 
policies,  showing  a  relative  net  increase  of  42,339  policies 
and  $76,730,956  of  insurance  as  the  result  of  the  year's 
business.  The  amount  terminated  by  death,  lapse,  surrender 
or  otherwise,  was  forty-four  millions  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  It  will  be  seen  that  many  of  the  Companies  show  an 
increase,  and  others  a  decrease  of  business,  yet  in  view  of  all 
considerations  involved,  the  net  result  presents  a  very  favor- 
able exhibit. 

The  business  of  accident  insurance  is  not  embraced  in  this 
connection,  but  all  necessary  information  relative  to  its 
present  condition  will  be  found,  as  far  as  reported,  in  the 
Detailed  Statements  of  the  two  Companies  of  that  class 
authorized  in  the  State.  These  are  the  Travelers'  and  the 
Railway  Passengers',  both  of  Hartford,  and  both  prosecuting 
their  business  with  the  same  degree  of  energy  and  success 
which  have  always  attended  their  management  and  progress. 

Mortuary  Statistics. 

We  reproduce  herewith,  on  the  same  basis  as  heretofore, 
the  mortuary  statistics  of  another  year,  believing  them  to  be 
as  accurate  as  any  that  can  be  drawn  from  the  experience  of 
American  Companies  as  now  reported.  It  is  sometimes 
claimed  that  the  data  furnished  by  the  Companies  can  only 
give  approximate  ratios.  To  some  extent  this  may  be  and 
probably  is  true,  yet  the  results  appear  to  be  sufficiently 
accurate  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  great  increase  of  mortality  throughout  the  country, 
and  particularly  in  many  of  its  principal  centres  of  popula- 
tion, during  the  year  1872,  is  very  noticeably  indicated  in  the 
tabulations  compiled  for  this  Report.  In  American,  as  well 
as  in  English  life  insurance  experiences,  the  mortality  of  the 
year  was  largely  excessive.  The  explanation,  however,  is 
evidently  not  to  be  Bought  for  so  much  in  the  lack  of  medical 
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care  and  judicious  selection  of  lives,  as  in  the  increase  of  pre- 
disposing or  exceptional  influences.  Were  it  otherwise,  the 
excessive  mortality  so  universally  prevalent  might  have  shown 
a  still  higher  ratio  among  insured  lives,  than  in  the  general 
population. 

As  an  illustration  of  mortuary  interest,  the  same  Com- 
panies, which,  in  their  report  of  death  losses  to  mean  amount 
insured,  exhibited  in  1868  a  ratio  of  only  .82;  in  1869,  a 
ratio  of  .91;  in  1870,  a  ratio  of  1.02;  in  1871,  a  ratio  of 
1.11,  now  show  for  1872,  a  ratio  increased  to  1.19.  In  their 
new  business  for  1872,  their  ratio  of  death  claims  to  policies 
issued  was  .17  against  .11,  and  of  losses  to  amount  insured, 
their  ratio  was  .21  against  .12,  in  the  previous  year — both 
very  nearly  corresponding  in  their  relative  comparison  with 
those  representing  claims  on  old  and  new  business  combined. 

Another  suggestive  fact  is,  that  twenty-one  of  the  same 
Companies  reported  no  death  losses  on  new  business  in  1871 ; 
while  only  six  of  the  whole  number  were  able  to  make  such 
report  in  1872. 

And  still  another  fact  of  great  interest  appears  in  this 
connection.  The  Companies  represented  in  this  Report, 
including  the  two  Accident  Insurance  Companies,  have  paid 
death  losses  amounting  to  eighty-seven  millions  of  dollars 
during  the  last  five  years.  Of  this  large  sum,  twenty-three 
millions  accrued  in  the  last  year  alone.  No  more  telling 
argument  can  possibly  be  adduced  in  favor  of  the  beneficent 
institution  of  life  insurance.

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Classification  of  Lives. 

In  the  tables  of  mortality  upon  which  the  fabric  of  life 
insurance  is  founded  no  distinction  is  made  between  persons, 
and  the  chances  of  living  and  dying  are  considered  as  being 
the  same  for  all.  By  the  probabilities  of  life  and  death  which 
are  deduced  from  these  tables  premiums  are  adjusted,  ample 
provision  being  made  against  error,  but  no  reference  being 
had  to  the  superior  vitality  of  any  of  the  insured.  Com- 
panies do  not,  however,  proceed  wholly  upon  the  assumption 
that  there  is  no  difference  between  persons  of  the  same  age 
in  respect  to  vitality.  They  recognize  the  existence  of  such 
a  difference,  inasmuch  as  they  subject  applicants  for  insur- 
ance to  an  examination,  and  reject  those  whom  they  find 
below  what  they  adopt  as  the  insurable  standard.  When 
they  reject  the  lives  which  they  consider  impaired,  they 
exercise  a  judgment  upon  the  particular  circumstances  of  the 
individual  case. 

The  persons  who  are  rejected  are  excluded  from  all  the 
benefits  of  life  insurance,  so  long  as  it  is  conducted  upon  the 
principles  adopted  by  most  Companies.  This  class  of  persons 
constitute  a  considerable  portion  of  the  community.  Their 
number  is  probably  destined  to  be  much  augmented,  should 
circumstances  compel  other  Companies  to  effect  amalgama- 
tions and.  cease  doing  business,  as  so  many  have  already  done. 
When  such  events  occur,  people  maybe  deprived  of  insurance 
when  .perhaps  most  in  need  of  it.  When  it  was  obtained 
they  were  able  to  pass  the  examination  required,  but  since 
that  time,  inequality  has  been  developed,  and  a  part  of  those 
originally  accepted  are  no  longer  insurable.  Those  whose 
lives  are  impaired  would  be  rejected,  under  ordinary  usage ; 
and  unless  some  Company  or  Companies  are  willing  to  insure 
or  re-insure  such  lives,  the  evil  occasioned  by  the  breaking 
down  of  an  Insurance  Company  becomes  irremediable. 

Equality  among  the  members  is  perhaps  implied  in  the 
organization  of  a  Mutual  Insurance  Company;  but  probably 
there  is  not  room  in  such  a  Company  Cor  (he  exercise  of  a 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  degree  in  which  its  different 
members  are  possessed  of  vitality.  The  ease  is  different  with 
a  Stock  or  Proprietary  Company.    In  the  latter,  the  responsi- 
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bility  for  the  performance  of  contracts  entered  into  is  assumed 
by  the  stockholders  or  proprietors.  If  a  Stock  Company 
considered  itself  warranted  in  so  doing  by  the  present  state 
of  medical  science,  it  might  base  its  operations  upon  a  closer 
discrimination  of  the  probabilities  of  life.  The  public  would 
derive  security  from  the  strong  interest  of  the  stockholders 
in  haying  premiums  properly  adjusted,  so  as  to  render  the 
business  successful.  It  would  also  have  such  further  protec- 
tion as  the  law  provides  in  exacting  a  test  of  solvency  in  ac- 
cordance with  established  usage. 

In  a  classification  of  lives  beyond  that  of  a  division  into 
two  classes,  one  insurable  and  the  other  not,  it  is  assumed, 
and  rightly,  too,  that  the  main  question  in  life  insurance  is, 
when  will  the  insured  die  ?  Upon  the  solution  of  this  ques- 
tion, the  whole  business  depends.  In  the  measurement  of 
human  life  by  what  is  denominated  "biometry,"  and  in  the 
adjustment  of  premiums  according  to  the  principles  of 
"biometrical  science,"  it  is  contended  that  life  insurance  in 
general  is  founded  upon  a  fallacy,  inasmuch  as  it  assumes  that 
the  probabilities  of  life  are  the  same  for  all  of  the  insured, 
who  are  of  the  same  age. 

But  the  signs  or  indications  by  which  it  is  claimed  that  the 
duration  of  a  man's  life  may  be  measured  are  so  multifarious, 
that,  in  spite  of  them,  the  old  uncertainty  returns.  The 
momentous  question,  so  easy  to  ask  and  so  hard  to  answer — 
when  will  the  insured  die — seems  to  be  involved  in  as  much 
doubt  as  ever.  So  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  the  results 
attained  in  the  application  of  biometrical  rules  are  limited, 
perhaps  because  the  classification  of  the  insured  according  to 
their  probabilities  of  life  has  not  reached  any  great  extent. 
But  the  probabilities  of  all  belonging  to  the  same  class  are 
treated  as  being  equal — a  practice  really  based  upon  the  same 
principle  of  average  which  is  denounced  as  a  fallacy.  And  a 
Company  must  necessarily  found  its  practice  upon  that  prin- 
ciple, or  cease  to  be  an  Insurance  Company,  for  that  principle 
is  the  very  essence  of  insurance. 

In  all  insurance,  ranges  must  be  fixed  somewhere  within 
•which  risks  are  deemed  equal.  The  uncertainty  which  it  is 
claimed  may  be  eliminated  by  the  application  of  "biometry," 
is  also  an  element  which  is  essential  for  the  existence  of  in- 
o 
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surance.  Destroy  uncertainty,  and  insurance  is  rendered 
impossible.  If  a  person  could  ascertain  with  certainty  the 
epoch  when  his  death  would  occur,  by  having  his  life  rated 
according  to  the  principles  of  any  system  or  science,  his 
arrangements  with  reference  to  that  event  would  not  properly 
be  described  by  the  term  insurance.  But  while  conceding  all 
that  can  be  properly  claimed  for  the  art  or  science  under 
consideration,  it  is  clear  that,  with  all  its  apparent  success, 
the  duration  of  human  life  cannot  be  predicted  with  as  much 
exactness  as  is  implied  in  the  language  of  its  advocates. 

The  Standard  of  Reserve. 

The  Legislature  has  not  seen  fit,  since  our  last  Report,  to 
institute  any  action  looking  to  a  change  of  the  four  per  cent, 
standard  which  it  originally  adopted.  The  accumulating 
evidence  in  favor  of  that  standard  is  constantly  assuming  such 
importance  and  strength,  that  probably  nothing  short  of  a 
radical  and  permanent  advancement  of  ruling  interest  rates 
will  prompt  any  reduction  of  premium  reserve.  It  is  there- 
fore proper  to  tender  once  more,  a  brief  reply  to  the  con- 
tinued complaints  of  its  supposed  unfairness. 

These  complaints  are  generally  founded  upon  the  fact,  that 
capital  when  well  invested  yields  a  much  higher  rate  of  in- 
terest than  four  per  cent.  The  truth  is,  however,  that  part 
of  the  charge  called  interest  is  not,  properly  speaking,  made 
for  the  use  of  money,  but  is  in  the  nature  of  an  insurance 
against  the  risk  of  losing  the  principal,  thereby  implying  that 
money  is  sometimes  lost  in  consequence  of  having  been 
loaned.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  best 
of  care  cannot  prevent  occasional  losses. 

The  conditions  of  life  insurance  require  that  the  funds  held 
in  reserve  to  meet  its  exigencies,  should  accumulate  without 
pause  or  cessation  at  compound  interest,  year  in  and  year  out. 
When  the  funds  or  any  part  of  them  remain  idle  and  unpro- 
ductive, even  for  an  interval,  the  accumulation  is  retarded, 
and  the  rate  at  which  it  advances  upon  the  whole  is  propor- 
tionally diminished.  It  is  impossible  that  large  funds  should 
be  kept  constantly  invested  in  securities  of  the  highest  class, 
without  some  loss  of  interest  from  this  cause.  Real  estate 
held  in  trust  sometimes  increases  Largely  in  value,  but  it'  the 
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history  of  trust  funds  be  examined,  it  will  be  found  that  their 
rate  of  accumulation  is  not  so  great  as  generally  supposed. 

But  aside  from  mere  conjectures  as  to  the  rate  at  which 
funds  will  probably  accumulate  in  the  future,  life  insurance 
has  now  reached  a  point  in  this  country  at  which  we  are 
enabled,  from  actual  experience,  to  form  a  judgment  in  re- 
gard to  the  efficiency  of  the  reserve.  The  object  for  which 
the  reserve  is  designed  is  to  secure  to  policy-holders  a  fulfil- 
ment of  obligations  for  which  they  have  paid  their  money. 
The  only  real  test  of  its  adequacy,  is  the  degree  in  which  this 
object  is  attained.  An  opportunity  for  ascertaining  by  actual 
experience  whether  a  four  per  cent,  reserve  is  more  than  is 
necessary  for  this  purpose,  has  been  afforded  by  the  Com- 
panies which  have  retired  from  business  and  re-insured  their 
policies.  These  Companies  in  some  instances  were  still  in, 
possession  of  the  reserve  required  by  the  Massachusetts  stan- 
dard, and  in  others  the  reserve  was  seriously  impaired.  In 
many  cases  such  Companies  were  officially  notified  to  discon- 
tinue the  issue  of  new  policies  within  the  State.  In  some 
others,  no  such  notice  was  given.  But  under  either  condi- 
tion, these  transfers  have  not  been  made  during  periods  of 
extraordinary  financial  depression,  when  the  assets  of  Com- 
panies re-insuring  their  risks  have  been  greatly  depreciated 
in  value.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  whenever  a 
Company  does  not  find  its  business  lucrative,  its  natural 
course  is  to  seek  a  transfer  of  its  business.  And  it  is  in  pre- 
cisely such  a  case,  that  protection  is  needed  for  policy-holders 
who  may  be  compelled  to  yield  to  arbitrary  requirements. 

The  amount  of  funds  which  a  Company  ought  to  have  on 
hand,  when  in  sach  a  position,  becomes  therefore  a  vital  ques- 
tion. In  order  that  no  loss  be  suffered  by  the  policy-holders, 
it  is  necessary  either  that  re-insurance  should  be  procured  by 
the  Company,  or  that  the  policy-holders  should  be  indemni- 
fied for  the  loss  of  insurance  of  which  they  are  deprived.  If 
the  policy-holders  are  to  be  made  entirely  whole,  it  does  not 
seem  unreasonable  to  expect,  that,  as  the  Company  seeks  to 
be  relieved  of  obligations  into  which  it  entered  voluntarily,  a 
free  choice  should  be  allowed  them  between  the  re-insurance 
tendered  by  the  Company  and  a  full  pecuniary  indemnity. 
Whatever  the  difference  of  opinion  may  be  as  to  the  surren- 
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der  value  which  a  Company  desiring  release  from  its  contract 
ought  to  pay,  as  long  as  it  continues  ready  and  willing  to  per- 
form its  agreements,  and  the  policy-holder  is  the  only  party, 
it  is  plain  that  if  perfectly  solvent,  though  perhaps  somewhat 
unsuccessful,  it  ought  not  to  be  released  except  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  full  value  of  its  policies,  when  required.  Unless 
a  Company  is  able  to  pay  such  values,  it  can  hardly  be  con- 
sidered perfectly  solvent,  and  the  point  under  consideration 
is,  what  amount  of  assets  constitutes  entire  solvency.  No 
smaller  amount  affords  complete  security  for  the  insured. 

We  would  not  be  understood  as  intimating  that  the  funds 
of  which  amalgamating  Companies  have  found  themselves  in 
possession  under  the  four  per  cent,  standard,  have  proved  in- 
sufficient ;  but  we  do  not  think  they  have  been  superabundant. 
As  the  object  of  the  statute  is  to  make  provision  against  every 
adverse  exigency,  and  even  against  temporary  depreciation  in 
the  value  of  securities,  it  is  therefore  clear  that  its  required 
reserve  is  not  unreasonable. 

Premium  Rates. 
'  Although  this  Department  only  credits  a  Company  with 
net  future  premiums  in  reduction  of  its  liabilities,  the  amount 
of  its  resources  really  and  mainly  depends  upon  the  gross 
premiums  which  its  policy-holders  agree  to  pay,  premiums 
being  the  source  from  which  its  reserve  is  derived.  The 
managers  of  a  Company  may  to  a  certain  extent  control  the 
amount  of  the  reserve,  because  they  can  change  the  propor- 
tion of  premiums  which  they  return  to  the  policy-holders  > 
under  the  name  of  dividends.  But  premiums  once  fixed  can 
never  be  increased.  The  question  of  premium  rates  is  there- 
fore one  of  capital  importance. 

It  is  when  insurance  officers  determine  these  rates,  that 
they  effectually  settle  what  provision  they  will  make  to  meet 
their  obligations  at  maturity.  If  the  premiums  charged  are 
too  high,  the  excess  may  be  returned;  but  if  they  are  too 
low,  bankruptcy  will  be  the  result,  and  the  bankruptcy  will 
be  developed  at  so  late  a  day,  that  the  injustice  occasioned* 
will  he  beyond  remedy.  To  adopt  premiums  that  prove  to 
he  too  high  rather  than  loo  low,  LS  to  err  on  the  safe  side. 
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At  the  same  time,  a  superfluity  of  caution  is  possible. 
The  lower  the  premiums  charged,  if  perfectly  consistent  with 
safety,  the  better.  It  is  useless  to  take  money  from  the  pock- 
ets of  policy-holders  unnecessarily,  even  though  the  wrong 
rnay  be  in  some  measure  reduced  by  subsequent  restitution. 

Life  insurance  has  not  probably  attained  sufficient  age  in 
the  United  States,  to  warrant  a-  conclusion  that  the  rates 
usually  charged  are  too  high.  A  considerable  period  of  time 
has  elapsed  since  the  oldest  Companies  were  organized,  but 
the  bulk  even  of  their  business  is  of  comparatively  recent 
origin.  Companies  make  a  selection  of  the  lives  upon  which 
they  grant  insurance,  and  the  mortality  they  experience  is 
affected  for  many  years  by  that  course,  but  after  a  time  its 
operation  disappears.  A  reasonable  prudence  renders  it 
necessary  to  wait  much  longer  yet,  before  pronouncing  the 
present  ruling  premiums  excessive.  Experience  has  already 
shown  it  unsafe  to  allow  any  margin  whatever  for  contin- 
gencies in  the  opposite  direction. 

Some  light  upon  the  subject  may  be  obtained,  however,  by 
attentively  considering  the  tendencies  of  business.  As  divi- 
dends consist  of  the  excess  of  the  office  premiums  above  the 
actual  cost  of  insurance,  including  expenses,  the  aggregate  of 
this  excess  is  measured  by  the  amount  of  these  dividends. 
The  system  upon  which  dividends  are  made  in  the  United 
States,  may  have  many  merits ;  but  under  its  application,  it 
is  difficult  for  the  policy-holder  to  form  an  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  progress  of  business  by  comparing  the  dividend  he 
receives  one  year  with  that  which  he  receives  during  another. 
It  is  also  difficult  for  him  to  estimate  the  success  of  the  Com- 
pany of  which  he  is  a  member,  as  compared  with  that  of 
others,  by  reference  to  his  dividends.  But  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  dividends  made  may  be  readily  compared  each 
successive  year  with  the  amount  of  premiums  received,  and 
the  ratio  of  the  dividends  to  the  premium  receipts  be  as  easily 
ascertained.  By  computing  these  ratios  every  year,  an  indi- 
cation of  the  general  course  of  the  business  would  be 
obtained. 

If  the  proportion  of  premiums  charged  as  refunded  under 
the  name  of  dividends  went  on  steadily  and  permanently  in- 
creasing year  after  year,  or  even  continued  in  large  amount 
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for  a  long  period  of  time,  the  inference  would  be  irresistible, 
that  the  premiums  were  too  high.  But  the  conclusion  would 
be  justified  by  nothing  less.  It  cannot  be  denied,  that  for 
several  years  from  the  time  when  life  insurance  suddenly 
bjegan  to  assume  such  great  development  in  this  country,  the 
Companies  made  large  dividends.  But  this  state  of  things 
did  not  continue  long.  This  tendency,  even  in  the  strongest 
and  most  successful  Companies,  soon  began  to  result  in  a  re- 
duction of  their  surplus,  and  even  with  the  aid  of  that  they 
have  not  been  able  to  keep  their  dividends  up  to  the  same 
high  rate.  With  other  Companies  it  has  become  a  very 
serious  question,  whether  there  will  soon  be  any  dividends  to 
make  at  all.. 

With  all  the  Companies,  the  tendency  of  dividends  is 
downward.  Their  experiences  during  the  epidemic  of  high 
dividends  was  exceptional.  Their  mortality  was  favorable 
from  the  influence  of  selection,  and  they  were  also  favored 
by  the  financial  condition  of  the  country.  At  the  present  time 
their  ratio  of  surplus  funds  is  dwindling,  and  dividends  grow 
smaller  and  smaller.  A  reduction  of  rates,  therefore,  under 
existing  circumstances,  would  hardly  seem  to  be  a  sound  and 
conservative  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Companies.  It  is  a 
matter,  however,  which  comes  more  particularly  within  their 
own  jurisdiction.  Provided  the  required  reserve  is  main- 
tained, this  Department  cannot  insist  on  anything  more. 

Deposit  and  Savings  Bank  Life  Insurance. 
Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report,  returns  have  been 
made  for  the  first  time  of  a  new  kind  of  policies  called  deposit  * 
policies.    The  Companies  by  whom  most  of  these  returns  " 
have  been  made  are  the  Charter  Oak  Life  Insurance  Company, 
of  Hartford,  and  the  Northwestern  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company,  of  Milwaukee.    The  Companies  have  submitted 
forms  of  these  policies,  but  their  provisions  are  somewhat 
complicated,  and  we  cannot  undertake  to  explain  them  all  in 
detail. 

There  are  two  things  which  the  Charter  Oak  Life  Insurant 
Company  definitely  agrees  to  do,   in   its  so-called  deposit 
policies  :    First,    it   agrees  to  furnish  insurance4   for   a  cer- 
tain amount,  say,  $10,000  during  a  specified  term;  and, 
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secondly,  it  agrees  to  pay  the  policy-holder  at  the  end  of  it 
another  amount  which  is  also  specified,  say,  $2,500,  with  his 
proportion  of  profits.  Such  a  policy,  therefore,  is  held  to 
combine  temporary  insurance  with  what  is  known  in  life 
insurance  as  a  pure  endowment.  If  the  policy-holder  dies 
within  the  term,  he  receives  the  sum  insured,  and,  if  he  lives 
until  the  end  of  it,  he  receives  the  amount  of  the  endowment. 

There  are  also  other  provisions  contained  in  the  policies 
which  do  not  substantially  affect  their  value.  They  are  called 
deposit  policies  because  they  promise,  upon  the  surrender  of 
the  policies  during  the  term,  the  payment  of  a  liquidated  sum 
which  corresponds  with  the  surrender  value  paid  by  other 
Companies.  The  annual  sum  paid  by  the  person  insured  un- 
der these  policies  is  divided  into  two  parts,  one  of  which  is 
called  the  annual  premium  and  the  other  a  deposit,  but  the 
distinction  seems  to  be  merely  nominal.  We  leave  it  for  the 
public  to  judge  whether  the  benefits  secured  by  these  policies 
are  an  equivalent  for  the  money  required. 

The  Northwestern  Mutual  adopted  the  name  of  deposit  pol- 
icies in  1871  for  short  endowment  policies  at  low  rates,  with 
guaranteed  surrender  values.  These  policies  are  a  modifica- 
tion of  Mr.  Wright's  Savings  Bank  plan.  The  Company  has 
also  introduced  another  kind  of  policies  called  the  compound 
deposit  policies.  These  are  like  those  just  mentioned,  except 
that  the  amount  of  the  term  insurance  is  greater.  The  first 
class,  for  example,  would  comprehend  a  policy  securing  the 
payment  of  one  thousand  dollars  if  death  should  occur  during 
the  term  ;  and  of  the  same  amount  to  the  party  insured,  if 
living  at  the  end  of  it,  with  a  guaranteed  surrender  value 
endorsed  on  the  back  of  the  policy.  A  policy  of  similar 
import  in  other  respects,  but  providing  for  the  payment  of 
two  thousand  dollars  instead  of  one  thousand,  should  death 
occur  within  the  term,  would  be  an  example  of  a  compound 
deposit  policy. 

The  Brooklyn  Life  Insurance  Company  has  also  adopted  the 
practice  of  endorsing  on  the  back  of  each  of  its  participating 
policies  a  guaranteed  surrender  value — a  plan  which  is  justly 
regarded  with  favor  by  its  patrons.  A  few  other  Com^ 
panies  are  also  initiating  a  similar  usage. 

The  main  feature  of  all  these  various  policies  is  the  privi- 
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lege  which  is  secured  to  the  policy-holder,  of  giving  up  the 
insurance  at  any  time,  and  of  withdrawing  from  the  Company 
a  su^ definitely  agreed  upon.  The  argument  urged  in  favor 
of  them  is,  that  one  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  to  the  popular- 
ity of  life  insurance  is  the  dissatisfaction  and  disappointment 
of  retiring  policy-holders  at  the  smallness  of  the  surrender 
values  paid  them. 

Surrender  values  must,  however,  necessarily  be  but  a  small 
part  of  the  money  which  has  been  paid  by  the  policy-holder, 
because  the  greater  part  of  his  premiums  has  been  applied  in 
payment  of  sums  insured  upon  the  lives  of  those  who  have 
died.  Though  the  party  who  seeks  to  surrender  his  policy 
has  not  himself  died,  he  has  been  insured  and  the  cost  of  the 
insurance  has  absorbed  the  greater  part  of  his  payments. 

The  principal  object  of  life  insurance  is  not  to  obtain  a  right 
to  withdraw  a  certain  fixed  sum  at  pleasure,  whether  under 
the  name  of  a  surrender  value  or  of  a  deposit.  The  payment 
of  an  equitable  surrender  value  is  reasonable  and  just,  but  it 
is  subordinate  to  the  main  purposes  of  a  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany. The  peculiar  function  of  such  a  Company  is  the  return 
of  its  funds  in  accordance  with  certain  laws.  Instead  of  re- 
storing the  money  it  has  received  to  the  contributors  according 
to  their  contributions,  it  refunds  it  upon  the  principles  of  life 
insurance  to  the  families  of  those  who  have  died,  or  to  other 
persons  whom  they  have  designated. 

Great  as  is  the  cost  of  managing  funds  when  in  the  hands  , 
of  Life  Insurance  Companies,  there  are  many  persons  so  situ- 
ated, that  it  is  worth  their  while  to  pay  the  extra  expense  in 
order  to  procure  the  peculiar  benefits  of  insurance.  The  vari- 
ous methods  by  which  it  is  attempted  to  engraft  the  functions 
of  an  ordinary  bank  of  deposit  upon  those  of  a  Life  Insurance 
Company  are  extremely  ingenious,  but  whether,  as  a  gen- 
eral result,  their  usefulness  will  prove  equal  to  their  in- 
genuity, remains  to  be  seen.  Experience  may  show  that 
banking  privileges  of  the  ordinary  kind  can  be  purchased  at  a 
lower  price  from  institutions  which  make  a  specialty  of  fur- 
nishing them,  than  from  Life  Insurance  Companies. 
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Surrender  Values. 
What  is  the  amount  which  ought  properly  to  be  al  r  /ed 
upon  the  surrender  of  a  policy  by  its  holder?  This  question 
has  been  very  much  discussed  in  this  country.  In  England, 
on  the  other  hand,  where  so  many  Companies  have  become 
insolvent,  the  question  which  has  attracted  the  most  attention 
in  connection  with  surrender  values,  has  been  as  to  the  amount 
that  ought  to  be  paid  when  it  is  the  Company  instead  of  the 
policy-holder  which  puts  an  end  to  the  contract.  After 
mature  deliberation,  the  following  rule  in  such  cases  has  been 
laid  down  and  reaffirmed  in  the  English  Court  of  Chancery  : — 

"Select  another  Company  of  perfectly  solvent  reputation  with  pre- 
miums the  same  as  those  of  the  Company  in  course  of  liquidation :  find 
for  what  premiums  that  Company  would  now  insure  the  life  of  the  person 
assured  in  the  Company  in  course  of  liquidation  ;  the  person  whose  life  is 
assured  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  show  that  his  then  state  of  health  is  such  that 
the  new  Company  would  require  a  higher  premium  than  that  which  would 
have  been  required  merely  from  the  lapse  of  years,  and  then,  having  as- 
certained the  increased  premium  which  the  person  seeking  to  prove  would 
have  to  pay  to  the  new  Company  at  the  present  time,  take  the  difference 
between  the  two  premiums  and  capitalize  that  difference,  having  regard  to 
the  expectancy  of  the  life  of  the  person  in  question ;  and  that  will  give 
you  the  amount  which  ought  to  be  paid  to  him  to  put  him  into  as  good  a 
position  as  he  would  have  been  in,  if  the  Company  in  course  of  liquidation 
had  not  been  wound  up.'1  (Holdich's  Case,  Law  Reports,  Vol.  14,  p.  72, 
April,  1872.) 

The  value  of  the  contract  when  it  is  terminated  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Company,  is  held  to  be  the  sum  for  which,  under 
the  particular  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  same  insurance 
could  be  procured  elsewhere. 

A  policy  in  the  hands  of  its  holder  has  a  market  value  as 
well  as  insurance.  From  considerations  of  public  policy  the 
law  requires  that  the  person  for  whose  benefit  the  insurance  is 
obtained  should  have  an  interest  of  some  kind  in  the  life  of 
the  person  insured  at  the  time  the  policy  is  issued,  but,  as  in 
this  state,  a  policy  of  life  insurance  is  not  a  contract  of  indem- 
nity like  a  policy  of  fire  insurance  or  one  of  marine  insurance 
(see.Loomis  v.  The  Eagle  Life  and  Health  Ins.  Co.  6  Gray, 
400) ,  when  it  has  once  been  issued,  unless  it  contains  special 
provisions  to  the  contrary,  it  maybe  assigned  to  a  third  party, 
whether  he  has  any  interest  in  the  life  insured  or  not.  Thus 
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by  means  of 'an  assignment,  even,  if  the  Company  refuses  to 
allow  a  surrender  value,  the  policy-holder  is  enabled  to  obtain 
a  consideration  for  the  surrender  of  his  policy. 

To  take  the  price  which  would  thus  be  obtained  as  the 
measure  of  its  value,  would  probably  not  be  satisfactory  to  the 
mass  of  American  policy-holders.  And  yet  the  price  which  a 
commodity  will  bring  in  the  market,  is  what  is  ordinarily 
meant  by  its  value.  The  price  of  a  thing  may  ultimately  de- 
pend on  the  cost  of  its  production,  but  in  any  particular  case 
the  price  and  the  cost  of  production  are  not  necessarily  iden- 
tical. To  consider  the  price  which  a  policy  would  bring  as 
the  true  measure  of  its  value,  would  be  in  analogy  with  the 
rule  adopted  by  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

It  is  not  of  course  our  province  to  undertake  to  dictate  to 
Companies  what  they  ought  to  allow  on  the  surrender  of  poli- 
cies, but  as  the  expectations  of  the  public  are  naturally  unrea- 
sonable, it  seemed  proper  and  perhaps  useful  to  present  a  view 
of  the  subject  which  might  tend  to  moderate  them. 

Poweks  of  Insurance  Officers. 
Life  insurance,  as  we  stated  in  our  last  Report,  appears  to 
have  lost  the  character  of  a  purely  benevolent  institution 
which  it  originally  had,  and  has  begun  to  assume  that  of  a 
mere  speculation.  It  must  therefore  be  studied  in  all  its  bear- 
ings, like  any  other  kind  of  business.  The  constitution  of 
Mutual  Life  Companies  demands  especial  attention.  They 
are  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  and  many  years  will  prob- 
ably elapse  before  their  practical  operation  will  be  fully  tested. 
We  do  not  undervalue  the  advantages  which  they  offer,  nor 
would  we  shake  public  confidence  in  them,  but  we  should  be 
glad,  if  possible,  to  aid  a  more  thorough  understanding  of 
1  their  peculiarities.  No  greater  service  could  be  rendered  to 
the  institutions  themselves,  than  to  give  them  timely  warning 
of  any  dangers  to  which  they  may  be  exposed. 

The  characteristic  feature  of  a  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
in  its  simplest  form,  is  the  absence  of  stockholders.  The 
policy-holders  themselves  are  the  Company.  The  powers 
created  by  the  act  of  incorporation  are  conferred  upon  the 
directors  only  as  their  representatives,  [nsurance  is  furnished 
to  members  exclusively.    The  sum  insured  is  paid  14)011  the 
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occurrence  of  death  or  other  event  insured  against,  out  of 
the  contributions  of  the  members.  All  surplus  arising  after 
the  payment  of  the  sums  insured,  is,  or  should  be,  reimbursed 
to  the  members  as  dividends. 

Such  is  the  arrangement,  and  the  advantages  sought  by  it 
are  obvious.  By  means  of  it,  when  the  business  is  properly 
managed,  insurance  can  be  furnished  to  all  who  need  it  at  its 
actual  cost.  But  at  the  same  time,  there  are  some  perils  to 
which  the  scheme  is  exposed.  We  do  not  think  that  suffi- 
cient attention  has  been  paid  to  the  exact  nature  of  the  rela- 
tions that  exist  in  these  Companies,  and  especially  when  or- 
ganized for  purposes  of  life  insurance,  between  the  policy- 
holders, who  are  the  true  corporators,  and  the  directors  and 
officers,  to  whom  their  powers  are  wholly  or  in  part  dele- 
gated. The  members  of  a  Life  Insurance  Company,  are, 
from  the  nature  of  the  case,  a  body  of  men  who  are  stran- 
gers to  each  other.  Their  places  of  residence  are,  for  the 
most  part,  remote  from  the  home  office,  and  distant  from 
each  other.  Concert  of  action  on  their  part  is  difficult,  if 
not  impossible. 

The  natural  result  is  that,  practically,  the  affairs  of  a 
Company  are  managed  entirely  by  the  officers  without  any  in- 
terference, restraint  or  supervision  on  .  the  part  of  the  policy- 
holders. The  only  rights  which  are  recognized  as  belonging 
to  them  are  those  which  are  expressly  accorded  by  the  terms 
of  the  policies.  A  policy-holder  is  dealt  with  simply  as  a 
party  with  whom  the  Company  has  entered  into  a  contract, 
and  that  Company  virtually  consists  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses of  its  directors  and  officers.  It  may  be  said  that  it  is 
usually  the  case  in  all  corporations,  even  in  those  in  which  the 
corporators  are  stockholders,  that  the  officers  assume  the 
whole  management  of  their  affairs.  We  do  not  think  that 
this  is  true  to  the  same  extent  with  other  corporations,  as  it 
is  in  regard  to  Life  Insurance  Companies.  But  manifestly 
there  are  some  peculiarities  in  the  business  of  life  insurance 
which  make  it  extremely  important  that  policy-holders,  if  pos- 
sible, should  personally  look  after  their  own  interests  more 
closely  than  they  have  heretofore  done. 

One  of  the  peculiarities  which  distinguishes  life  insurance 
from  other  kinds  of  business,  and  one  that  abundantly  justi- 
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fies  this  observation,  is  that  a  policy-holder  cannot  shift  at 
pleasure  from  one  Company  to  another.  If  his  health  is  im- 
paired, it  may  be  impossible  for  him  to  make  the  change 
upon  any  terms.  And  he  can  never  under  any  circumstances 
make  it  without  a  sacrifice.  But  this  is  only  one  of  the 
differences  that  exist  between  these  Companies  and  other  cor- 
porations. 

Another  remarkable  characteristic  appertaining  to  them  is 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  their  funds  is,  so  to  speak, 
free.  Its  disposition  is  not  settled  either  by  the  terms  of  the 
policies,  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  the  General  Statutes 
of  the  State,  or  even  by  any  universally  accepted  principles 
of  science. 

Life  insurance  in  the  main  consists  in  receiving  premiums, 
investing  them  at  compound  interest,  and  out  of  the  accumu- 
lations paying  the  sums  insured  when  deaths  occur.  So  far, 
the  course  of  business  is  fixed.  There  is  no  room  for  the 
exercise  of  any  discretionary  power  in  the  disposition  of  the 
funds.  But  in  order  that  absolute  certainty  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  may  be  secured,  it  becomes  necessary  to  re- 
quire the  payment  of  premiums  which  eventually  prove  to  be 
in  excess  of  what  is  called  for  by  the  exigencies  of  the  mor- 
tality experienced.  Out  of  this  excess  arises  a  surplus  which 
is  to  be  returned  to  the  policy-holders  upon  some  principle, 
and  the  mode  of  its  disposition  afibrds  a  broad  margin  for  the 
exercise  of  discretionary  power  on  the  part  of  the  officers. 
•  Any  change  in  the  principle  of  its  apportionment,  affects  the 
destination  of  money  or  its  equivalent.  It  alters  the  rights 
of  the  policy-holders,  as  between  themselves,  over  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  fund  which  belongs  to  them  all  in  common. 
And  yet  it  is  a  matter  of  common  notoriety  that  the  officers 
change  from  time  to  time  the  method  or  system  by  which  they 
make  their  dividends,  according  to  what,  in  their  judgment, 
seems  to  be  most  just  and  expedient. 

We  do  not  allude  to  these  changes  for  the  purpose  of  cen- 
suring or  questioning  their  propriety,  but  merely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illustrating  the  absolute  and  autocratic  nature  of  the 
powers  wielded  by  officers  and  directors.  Certainly  the 
power  of  changing  the  rights  to  property  between  the  policy- 
holders, without  previously  obtaining  the  aSwSent  even  of  a 
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majority,  and  much  less  that  of  each  particular  one  of  them, 
is  a  sufficient  proof  of  absolute  power. 

Do  the  means,  which,  under  the  present  state  of  things, 
are  available  for  holding  officers  responsible,  correspond  with 
the  powers  which  are  exercised  by  them  ? 

We  look  upon  this  as  a  vital  question  in  life  insurance. 
Officers  are  entitled  to  the  same  degree  of  confidence  as  other 
men  are,  but  to  no  more.  It  is  a  sound  maxim  of  govern- 
ment, that  responsibility  should  be  equal  to  authority. 
Unless  the  safeguards  are  provided  which  experience  has 
shown  to  be  necessary  in  other  affairs,  it  is  as  certain  as  any- 
thing human,  that,  sooner  or  later,  cases  will  occur  in  which 
the  public  trust  will  be  betrayed. 

"Amalgamation  and  Re-insurances." 
Public  sentiment  is  the  chief  restraint  at  present  operative  as 
a  check  upon  life  insurance  officers.  Theirs  is  a  business  which 
lives  upon  the  public  favor,  and  the  check  is  of  great  value. 
A  government  supervision  not  only  renders  efficient  service  in 
furnishing  facts,  statistics  and  other  evidence  upon  which  pub- 
lic opinion  may  be  intelligently  formed ;  but  it  goes  beyond 
this.  Under  certain  circumstances,  the  State  steps  in  and 
prohibits  a  Company  from  issuing  new  policies  within  its  bor- 
ders. It  is  important  that  the  precise  nature  of  this  govern- 
ment interference  of  a  positive  character  should  be  correctly 
understood,  and  also  what  the  ordinary  course  of  events  is 
when  such  interference  has  been  exhausted.  When  it  appears 
that  the  assets  of.  a  Company  are  not  sufficient  to  provide  for 
its  liabilities,  the  duty  of  maintaining  an  adequate  reserve 
being  considered  one  of  them,  the  Department  prohibits  the 
Company  from  issuing  new  policies.  Beyond  this  it  does  not 
go,  in  the  case  of  Companies  incorporated  elsewhere.  It  is 
to  be  noticed  that  the  duty  .of  maintaining  the  reserve  is  not 
considered  a  present  liability  for  any  other  purpose.  A  de- 
ficiency in  .the  reserve  does  not  necessarily  render  a  Company 
insolvent. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  the  Legislature  to  consider 
whether  government  should  not  do  something  more,  whether 
a  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  those  who  have  already  be- 
come policy-holders  does  not  require  that  a  Company  with  an 
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impaired  reserve  should  be  placed  under  still  further  restraint, 
unless  its  financial  position  can  be  effectually  restored. 
Legal  proceedings  necessarily  involve  great  sacrifices  and 
losses,  bnt  it  might  be  better  that  they  should  be  submitted 
to  in  some  cases,  than  that  the  evil  day  be  merely  postponed. 
At  the  same  time  the  law  as  it  now  stands  produces  a  very 
decided  effect.  Insurance  managers  are  well  aware  that  im- 
pairment of  a  company's  reserve  involves  a  prohibition  of  new 
business.  The  consequence  is  that  before  their  reserve  has 
been  so  much  impaired  as  to  render  it  too  late,  the  business 
is  usually  transferred  to  some  other  Company. 

This  course,  if  equitably  carried  out,  is  not  without  mani- 
fest advantages.  Life  insurance  requires  a  broad  base.  The 
burden  of  its  expenses  is  less  felt  when  widely  distributed, 
and  mortality  observes  the  law  assumed  with  greater  exact- 
ness in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  business.  If  all  the  poli- 
cies outstanding  are  re-insured  in  a  new  Company  which  is 
in  good  standing  and  perfectly  solvent,  the  officers  may  con- 
tend with  much  appearance  of  reason  that  they  have  made  suf- 
ficient provision  for  them,  and  that  the  policy-holders  have 
nothing  of  which  to  complain.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
a  great  deal  of  complaint  has  been  made  during  the  past  year 
on  the  part  of  persons  residing  within  this  State  and  holding 
policies  in  amalgamated  Companies  organized  in  other  states. 
The  complaint  is  that  important  rights  are  entirely  ignored  in 
the  amalgamations  that  have  been  made.  The  matter  seems 
of  sufficient  importance  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature. 

It  is  true  that  amalgamations  are  usually  resolved  upon  and 
carried  out  by  the  officers  without  previous  consent  or  au- 
thority from  the  policy-holders.  We  have  endeavored  to 
show  that  it  would  be  desirable,  if  possible,  that  the  members 
of  a  Life  Insurance  Company  should  be  consulted  even  in  re- 
gard to  the  administration  of  its  ordinary  affairs.  In  regard 
'to  them,  however,  the  democratic  principle  would  prevail, 
and  any  single  corporator  would  be  bound  by  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  the  body  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

But  if  an  amalgamation  is  in  substance  the  transfer  by  a 
Company  of  its  assets,  or  of  the  bulk  of  them,  to  another 
Company  upon  consideration  that  SUOh  other  Company  as- 
sume all  its  policies,  such  a  transfer  amounts  to  a  diseontinu- 
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ance  of  business,  and  is  not  one  of  the  ordinary  transactions 
contemplated  by  the  charter.  Such  an  assignment,  unless 
made  in  view  of  insolvency,  is  such  an  act  as  corporators 
might  naturally  suppose  would  not  be  committed  without  the 
consent  of  each  and  every  one  of  them.  And  if  such  an 
assignment  is  really  to  be  considered  as  being  virtually  an  act 
of  insolvency,  it  would  be  pertinent  for  the  Legislature  to 
consider  whether  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case  an 
action  ought  not  to  be  given  to  a  policy-holder  for  the  full 
surrender  value  of  his  policy,  so  that  he  might  not  be  com- 
pelled against  his  wishes  to  look  to  a  new  Company  for  the 
performance  of  his  contract.  The  Companies  which  amalga- 
mate usually  profess  to  have  in  their  possession  the  full  re- 
serve required  by  law,  and  ought  therefore  to  be  able  to  pay 
every  policy-holder  a  surrender  value  that  would  enable  him 
to  obtain  a  policy  equally  good  with  the  one  he  gives  up  in  a 
Company  of  his  own  selection. 

In  the  case  of  amalgamations,  the  practice  in  England 
is  for  the  Company  which  assumes  the  business  to  become 
liable  on  the  original  policies.  When  the  business  is  trans- 
ferred by  this  form,  a  question  often  arises  whether  the 
policy-holders  have  agreed  to  release  the  first  Company,  and 
accept  in  its  place  the  liability  of  the  new  one.  For  the  re- 
moval of  the  difficulty,  it  has  been  provided  by  act  of  Parlia- 
ment that  a  policy-holder  should  not  be  deemed  to  have 
abandoned  his  claim  against  the  old  Company  and  accepted 
the  liability  of  the  new  one  in  lieu  of  it,  unless  such  aban- 
donment and  acceptance  have  been  signified  by  some  writing 
signed  by  him  or  by  his  agent  lawfully  authorized.  In  re- 
gard to  policies  issued  before  the  passage  of  the  act,  Lord 
AVestbury,  the  arbitrator  appointed  for  winding  up  the  Euro- 
pean, has  held  that  he  should  require  evidence  of  an  intention 
to  make  a  new  contract  as  plainly  expressed  as  if  it  were  in 
writing.  This  formation  of  a  new  contract  is  what  is  called 
novation.  No  reference  has  been  had  as  yet,  in  the  United 
States,  to  the  principles  which  govern  it,  either  because  the 
amalgamations  which  have  been  attempted  here  have  been  too 
recent,  or  because  the  form  in  which  they  have  been  accom- 
plished has  been  different.

REPORT  OF  THE 


In  this  country  the  managers  endeavor,  whenever  they 
can,  to  obtain  a  surrender  of  the  old  policy  and  to  issue  a 
new  one  in  its  place.  The  controversies  which  have  given  so 
much  trouble  in  England  may  possibly  in  this  way  be  avoided. 
Nevertheless,  the  grievance  of  the  policy-holder  remains  sub- 
stantially the  same.  He  is  practically  placed  in  a  position  in 
which  he  is  compelled,  whether  he  will  or  no,  to  accept  the 
responsibility  of  a  different  Company  from  that  with  which  he 
formed  his  contract. 

Worse  than  this,  he  is  compelled  in  many  cases  to  accept 
a  new  policy  which  provides  among  other  conditions,  that  if  a 
claim  arises  under  it,  and  is  disputed  by  the  Company,  such 
claim  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  State  in  which  the  Company 
has  its  corporate  existence.  The  policy-holder  or  his  repre- 
sentative, is  thus  deprived  of  the  right  to  bring  his  suit,  as  in 
other  cases,  before  a  Massachusetts  court. 

The  difficulty  grows  partly  out  of  the  intrinsic  nature  of 
life  insurance,  the  theory  of  which  supposes  that  in  propor- 
tion to  the  time  which  has  elapsed  after  the  issue  of  the 
policies,  differences  are  developed  between  the  expectations 
of  life  of  the  different  persons  insured.  The  value  of  the 
policies  to  the  holders  is  enhanced  in  exact  proportion  to  the 
degree  in  which  their  health  is  impaired.  The  consequence 
is  that  even  if  the  Company  which  procures  a  re-insurance  of 
its  policies,  allows  an  average  surrender  value  to  any  policy- 
holder that  requests  it,  it  is  not  sufficient,  if  his  health  is  in 
any  degree  impaired,  to  enable  him  to  obtain  a  new  policy  in 
a  Company  of  his  own  selection.  No  alternative  therefore  is 
left  him,  and  he  is  compelled  to  accept  such  insurance  as  is 
tendered  him  by  the  officers  of  his  company.  But  the  hard- 
ship occasioned  to  the  policy-holders  is  by  no  means  the  only 
objection  to  amalgamations,  even  as  conducted  in  the  United 
States.  There  are  important  difficulties  of  an  actuarial  char- 
acter which  require  the  attention  of  the  managers  of  the 
Companies.  It  is  supposed  to  bo  very  easy  for  a  Company 
having  in  its  coffers  the  proper  reserve,  to  re-insure  its  poli- 
cies al  any  time.  The  natural  tendency,  however,  of  a  move- 
ment towards  amalgamation  is  to  produce  disaffection.  Many 
of  the  policy-holders  refuse  to  be  transferred  and  surrender 
their  policies,  or  suffer  them  to  Lapse,  and  it  is  precisely  the 
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least  desirable  risks  which  are  kept  insured  and  transferred 
in  the  greatest  number.  The  profits  derived  from  the  sur- 
renders and  the  lapses  are  not  always  sufficient  to  compen- 
sate for  the  deterioration  of  the  business.  Even  the  practice 
of  cancelling  the  old  policies  and  issuing  new  ones  in  their 
place,  while  it  obviates  the  necessity  of  a  recourse  to  the 
principles  of  novation,  introduces  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
new  policies  should  bear  date  as  of  the  time  of  their  issue, 
or  be  dated  back  to  the  time  when  the  original  policies  were 
issued.  The  premiums  and  the  reserve  must  be  adjusted 
with  reference  to  the  dates  which  are  adopted. 

We  do  not  of  course  propose  in  this  connection  to  discuss 
these  questions  in  detail.  They  pertain  to  the  proper  inter- 
nal administration  of  the  Companies.  Nor  do  we  desire  to 
intimate  that  the  amalgamations  which  are  in  progress  and 
those  which  have  been  consummated  in  this  country  have  not 
been,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  the  wisest  and  most  beneficial 
measures  which  could  have  been  taken  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned.  All  we 
have  to  suggest  is,  that  in  view  of  the  practical  difficulties 
which  present  themselves  in  carrying  into  effect  these  ar- 
rangements, and  in  view  also  of  the  fact  that  in  England  one 
amalgamation  has  often  been  followed  by  another  and  the 
whole  ended  in  bankruptcy,  especial  care  should  be  taken  to 
prevent  a  similar  result  here. 

Foreign  Insurance  Companies  and  their  Examination. 

Want  of  time  postpones  an  intended  report  on  the  life  busi- 
ness of  several  of  the  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  repre- 
sented in  the  United  States,  as  also  that  of  others  both  in 
England  and  on  the  European  continent,  unusual  opportuni- 
ties having  afforded  interesting  information  on  this  subject, 
which  would  have  been  new  to  most  American  readers. 

As  the  Foreign  Companies  now  authorized  in  Massachu- 
setts transact  no  life  business  here,  their  fire  and  marine  in- 
terests and  their  financial  ability  in  that  behalf  were  of 
paramount  importance  in  the  prosecution  of  a  recent  personal 
examination  of  their  affairs.  In  Part  First  of  the  present 
Report  the  results  of  that  service,  so  far  as  they  pertained  to 
that  department  of  insurance,  were  fully  and  impartially 
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communicated,  as  required  by  a  special  statute  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. For  the  information  thus  given,  many  thanks 
have  come  from  public  and  commercial  sources  in  this  and 
other  States,  as  well  as  from  prominent  underwriters  con- 
nected with  American  Companies.  The  examinations  were 
critical  and  conclusive,  in  one  instance  occupying  several 
weeks  with  the  aid  of  assistants  specially  employed.  Very 
few  if  any  American  Companies  have  ever  passed  a  closer 
scrutiny,  and  though  public  interest  and  official  duty  de- 
manded nothing  less,  it  is  a  source  of  personal  satisfaction 
that  the  report  of  its  results  has  been  received  with  such 
general  favor  and  acceptance. 

Reiterating  the  statement  made  in  the  published  record  of 
those  foreign  examinations,  that  American  underwriting  in 
its  fire  and  marine  experience  suffers  in  no  comparison  with 
the  foreign,  and  that  scores  of  American  Companies  have  no 
superiors  in  the  world,  either  in  management  or  title  to  confi- 
dence, it  is  a  pleasure  to  extend  here,  also,  the  same  confident 
expression  in  regard  to  the  business  of  American  life  insur- 
ance. With  the  teachings  of  the  past,  and  an  honest  and 
equitable  administration,  it  cannot  fail  of  success  and  blessing. 
Though  having  but  little  more  than  a  generation  of  experience, 
life  insurance  in  the  United  States  has  already  attained 
a  growth,  permanency  and  prestige,  which,  so  far  as  human 
foresight  can  determine,  will  not  be  surpassed  in  its  history  of 
present  or  future  beneficence  in  any  portion  of  the  world.

Since  the  reference  to  the  affairs  of  this  Company  on  page 
ix  was  printed,  some  difficulty  of  a  personal  character  has 
arisen  between  parties  interested  in  its  present  management, 
resulting  in  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  This  proceeding 
will  probably  hasten  the  re-insurance  before  in  progress, 
which  the  Company  believed  itself  able  to  accomplish.
